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at the Plymouth, Massachusetts area itself, 
entirely apart from the million dollar 
Plimouth Plantation development, mer- 
chants and others have already come up 


with such promotion ideas as 250,000 
copies of a 25c magazine to be distributed 
nationally 

The original idea of ‘‘something prac- 
tical to further good relations between 
America and Great Britain’ seems to have 
been the brainstorm of an Englishman 
named Charlton, a press officer for Field 
Marshall Montgomery during World 
War II. A _ controversial character 
Churchill asked for his dismissal—War- 
wick Charlton took his brainchild to Am- 
bassado: Aldrich and thence across the 
water to Plimouth Plantation and Henry 
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Hornblower II. William Baker, a Hing 
ham, Massachusetts architect (See YAN 
KEE, June, 1956) was loaned to make 
the plans of the ship 

Now, Plimouth Plantation, of which 
Mr. Hornblower is apparently the active 
head, is no new thing. It boasts a lengthy 
list of ‘Governors’ and ‘Advisors,’ 
many of them of local Plymouth and 
some, like Samuel Eliot Morison, of na 
tional prominence.

5 MUFFLER FELL OFF my car early 
that year but at the time I did not see 
it as the working of the Hand of Provi- 
dence. The first shattering crash upon 
the highway followed by the familiar 
diminuendo as of a pie plate falling down 
the cellar stairs brought only the pained 
reflection; “There goes the blasted thing 
again!” 

Mufflers usually lasted a year, dropping 
off each autumn like the sere and with- 
ered leaf. But this particular muffler, last 
autumn’s replacement, had only lasted 
nine months. They were not making 
mufflers like they used to. Automobiles 
are designed to last four or four and a 
half years before they fall apart. Why 
could not mufflers be as well designed 
and made?

Any ex 
haust gases from the engine which could 
struggle through this to the open air and 
liberty, would be sure to be speechless 
with exhaustion—and no pun 
Carl Benz, a German engineer, came up 
with this idea for a muffler in 1885, and 
it has not been radically altered since 
Automobiles, in other have 
changed.

I invented a muffler, and may God have 
mercy on my soul: nobody in the latitude 
of Detroit will! ;

“Why don’t you go overseas 
and find out ?’’ his wife Ginny asked with 
disarming simplicity 

So he went 

For the first three years he was a volun- 
teer, paying all his own expenses. After 
his first trip in 1946 he came home, 
shaken, humbled, converted, unable to 
sleep nights. “You know,” he admits to- 
day, “I lost all my acquisitive nature after 
that first expedition into human misery.

A Polish mermaid (merman ?) clothed as 
though in Bishop's robes, seen in 1554. 
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D° YOU BELIEVE IN mermaids? 

The question used to be about sea 
serpents, but now with the discovery of 
a real sea serpent skeleton this perennial 
summer question has been settled forever 

Indeed, in the year 1946 Mr. R. A. 
Stirton, director of the Museum of Pale- 
ontology at the University of California 
announced that he had discovered a sea 
serpent skeleton in Columbia. That skele- 
ton is now on exhibition at the Museum, 
where you may view it! 

Thus, with the scientific acceptance of 
sea serpents only the other classic ques- 
tion pe peoeet importance remains: 

Do you believe in mermaids ? 

Even rumors concerning Yankeeland 
mermaids are few and far between. Pos- 
sibly the first mention of a North Ameri- 
can mermaid came in 1610, when ex- 
plorer Whitbourne sighted and described 
with careful delineation a mermaid seen 
by him in the harbor of Saint John’s, 
Newfoundland. 

Four years later, shortly after he dis- 
covered Monhegan Island off the 
of Maine, C aptain John Smith saw a mer- 
maid “swimming about with all possible 
grace.” 

Captain Smith described the mermaid 
as having large eyes, a finely shaped nose 
which was “somewhat short,”’ with “well 
formed ears’’ which Smith stated were 
rather too long. Smith goes on to say that 
her “long green hair imparted to her an 
original character by no means unattrac 
tive.” As the mermaid was swimming 
along she exposed herself to reveal that 
from the waist down she was in reality 
a fish. 

Captain Smith states that he had al- 
ready begun ‘‘to experience the first effects 
of love’ toward the creature but his dis- 
covery that the woman was actually a 
mermaid made him change his plans. 

In 1693 another visitor to America, 
John Jocelyn, reported that a friend 
his, a Mr. Miller, sighted a mermaid in 
Maine's Casco Bay. Miller, a 17th century 
canoeist, was frightened one day when a 
male mermaid, whatever that would be, 
put his hand up over the side of the 
canoe and threatened to capsize Mr. Mil 
ler. The canoeist had no recourse but to 
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seize his hatchet and chop off the mer- 
maid's hand, after which the sea denizen 
sank to the bottom, dyeing the water with 
purple blood. The mermaid, according to 
Jocelyn, was “seen no more.” 

Some years later a Gloucester fisher- 
man reporting his voyage told of a mer- 
maid coming aboard his fishing craft dur- 
ing a calm spell. Panicked, the sailors 
attacked the mermaid with a hatchet. The 
mermaid managed to ciamber over the 
side and into the water but made a final 
effort by placing its hand on the taffrail. 
The fishermen then duplicated Miller's 
feat of chopping off the creature's hand. 
Sinking at once, the mermaid came u 
again, gave a deep human sigh, as though 
she felt great pain; then she sank down 
for good. Later, when the men examined 
the hand they found it had five fingers 
with fingernails exactly like those of a 
woman. 

Early in the eighteenth century, in 
1714, another mermaid was said to have 
been sighted off Nantucket Island from 
a passing vessel. Unfortunately the de- 
tails are sadly lacking. It is especially 
unfortunate as she is said to have reached 
shore and disappeared into the strange 
forest at Great Point. Over two centuries 
later a Great Point lighthouse keeper 
found evidence in the forest of a being 
having existed there. Some believe this 
evidence indicated a mermaid lair at Nan- 
tucket Island. 

In any case, May 1, 1714, a traveler 
and writer named Rev. Valentyn, while 
on a long voyage, also sighted a mer- 
maid. She may have been the so-called 
Nantucket Mermaid of 1714. I quote 
from the preacher's pen: 

“I, the captain, purser, and mate of 
the watch, and a great many of the ship's 
company, saw at about the distance of 
thrice the length of the ship from us, 
very distinctly, on the surface of the water 
seemingly sitting with his back to us and 
half the body above the water, a creature 
of a grizzlish, or gray color, like that of 
a codfish-skin. 

“It appeared like a sailor, or a man sit- 
ting on something; and more like a sailor, 
as on its head there appeared to be some- 
thing like an English cap. 
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Captain John Smith perceived a mermaid 
swimming near Monhegan Island, Maine 


“We all agreed that he must be some 
shipwrecked person. After some time | 
begged the captain to steer the ship more 
directly toward it, being somewhat on the 
starboard side, and we had got within a 
ship’s-length of him, when the people on 
the forecastle made such a noise that he 
plunged down, head foremost, and got 
presently out of sight 

“But the man who was on the 
at the masthead, declared that he saw 
him for the space of two hundred yards 
and that he had a monstrous long tail 

Some years later Mr. Valentyn made a 
statement to the effect that if ‘there shall 
be found those who disbelieve the exist 
ence of such creatures as sea-men, or 
mermaids, of which we have given great 
reason to believe that there are, let them 
please themselves: I shall give myself no 
more trouble about them.” 

For several generations after 1714 
New England went without local reports 
concerning mermaids. Nevertheless, dur

This can be seen, curiously enough, far 
more strongly in the boys who danc 
than in the girls and women. Perhaps not 
curiously, as there needs must be a far 
greater compulsion for men to dance 
a country where this is thought to be 
effeminate (and in what country does not 
a thread of this attitude seem to run?) 
than for the girls, who bring to their 
dancing more a desire to look pretty than 
anything else—to look pretty and to wear 
one of those lovely, flounced, waist-tight 
colorfully swirling dresses 

Anywhow, the insanity is there. Some 
times superimposed, I should say, by 
drugs. Always at least, by wine 

Perhaps some of the madness comes 
from the completely fatless state in which 
the dancers must keep themselves in order 
to be able to dance—no normal contour 
of body, this. (A figure kept impossibly 
slim, for that matter, also, that they may 
be able to get into those costumes with 
their almost hipless pants, and the tiny 
bolero jackets in their blazing colors.) 
The girls don’t always have this same 
thinness; some are slim from youthful 
ness, but many, somewhat older, are run 
ning into that dumpling stage which 
marks the far-too-early middle age of the 
average Spanish woman. Neither do they 
use as many muscles in their dancing, nor 

far more important, for the resulting 
leanness—as much spirit. 

At any rate, whatever the cause, gazing 
in ringside admiration, especially at the 
male Flamenco dancers, one can see this 
Flamenco dancers swirl to the music of 
guitars and castanets in Seville, Spain.
